AMERICA INTERMEDIARY? 
The correspondent interviewed today 
an American arriving from Berlin and 
gathered from him the belief that Ber- 
lin regards Ambassador Gerard's dis-

diary for peace. | 

He thought it significant that the 
semi-official Wolff Telegraph agency

If the German government, never- 
theless, is resolved to go to the utmost 
limit of concessions, it has been guid- 
ed not alone by the friendship con- 
necting the two great nations for over 
one hundred years, but also by the 
thought of the great doom which 
threatens the entire civilized world 
should the cruel and sanguinary war 

be extended and prolonged. 

The German ‘government, con~ 
scious of Germany's strength, twice 
within the last few months an- 
nounced before the world its readiness 
to make peace on a basis safeguard- 
ing Germany's vital interests, thus 
indicating that it is not Germany's 
fault if peace is still withheld from 
the nations of Europe.

SHOULD PANAMA CANAL FAIL 


BY CAPT. HENRY J. REILLY. 


| QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. ‘| 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—[Special.] 
E. K. M. writes: How do our Pacific 
and Asiatic fleets compare with the ships 
of Great Britain or Japan? Are our fleets 
in the Pacific strong enough to back up 
our policies? 


REPLY. 

At the present time Great Britain has 
few warships in the Pacific, she having 
had practically to turm over the protec- 
tion of her Pacific interests to her ally, 
Japan, since she has been threatened by 
Germany. This is the reason she needed 
to concemtrate her full naval strength as 
far as possible in British waters in order 
te remain superior to the German high 
sea fleet. Japan’s whole naval strength 
is in the Pacific. 

At the present time we have an Asiatic 


consisting of one first clase cruiser, two 
third class cruisers, nine gunboats, nine 
submarines, five déstroyers, and one old 
We have a Pacific fleet stationed on our 
Pacific coast made up of one armored 
cruiser, four third class cruisers, two 
gunboats, one first class cruiser, eight 
destroyers, and nine submarines. The 
Pacific reserve fleet, made up of partially 
manned ships, consists of five armored 
cruisers, two cruisers first class, three

The shrapnel used in the different coun- 
tries varies somewhat in detail, but not in 
the general principles. In the United 
States shrapnel! ball are 87.5 per cent lead 
and 12.5 per cent antimony. The number 
of these balls varies; in a high explosive 
shrapnel there might be as few as 195, n 
the ordinary as many as 300. 

The balls are packed in a mixture of 
sulphur, napthaline, and resin. Also the 
balls have six flat faces. The mixture 
helps hold the balls in place and on the 
explosion of the shrapnel makes a cloud 
of smoke, which assists the officers ob- 
serving the fire. The balls are 0.5 inch in 
diameter. 

The shell is timed to explode in front 
of and above the target. The distance in 
front of the target and the height above 
the ground vary with the range. The 
normal height above ground should be 
about. 3-1000 of the range. For mid- 
ranges the distance of the burst in front 
of the target should be about seventy-five 
yards. * 

The balls are made in presses containing 
large numbers of dies. This turns them 
out with sufficient accuracy. The num- 
ber to go in each shrapnel is determined 
by weight. They are poured into the 
shrapnel and then pressed down. The 
accuracy of the dies and the law of aver- 
ages counterbalance any slight variation 
in the different balls to any extent suf- 
ficient to prevent such slight inaccuracies 
as may exist from in any way affecting 
the flight of the projectile.

THE GERMAN NOTE. 


The German note embodies the essential conces- 


“gion to the demand of the latest American note on 


submarine operation. , : 
* This concession is conditional, but its immediate 
effect is to bring about the cessation of submarine 
operations outside of the lines laid down in our 
successive protests. 

The basis for an immediate break in relations 
would therefore seem to be removed. What will 
eventually develop lies within the field of prophecy, 
to which we are not inclined. 

The immediate effect of the German decision is 

embodied in the following order to the German 
na val forces: 
In accordance with the general principles of 
Visit and search and the destruction of merchant 
vessels recognized by international law, such vessels, 
both within and without the area declared a naval 
War sone, shall not be sunk without warning and 
without saving human lives, unless the ship attemat 
to escape or offer resistance.” 

In this order the theory. of the war zone is 
waived, and, what is still more important, the point 
raised by our own government in the note of Jan. 18 
addressed to the entente governments, suggesting the 
disarmament of mérchant ships, is also waived. | 

Up to this point the German government seems to 
have retreated to the concrete position asserted by 
the American department of state and brought itself 
within Mr. Wilson’s minimum demands. 

The German position is, however, conditioned by 
the following paragraphs of the note: 

“ Accordingly, the German government is confi- 
dent that in consequence of the new orders issued 
to the naval forces the government of the United 


States will also now consider all impediments re- 


tion. 


moved which may have been in the way of mutual 
codperation toward restoration of the freedom of the 


peas during the war, as suggested in the note of July 


23, 1913, and it does not doubt that the government 
of the United States will now demand and insist 
that the British government shall forthwith observe 
the rules of international law universally recognized 


‘before the war, as laid down in the notes presented 


by the goveriiment of the United States to the Brit- 
igh government Dec. 28, 1914, and Nov. 5, 1915. 

“Should steps taken by the government of the 
United States not attain the object it desires, to 
have the laws of humanity followed by all bellig- 
erent nations, the German ‘government would then 
be facing a new situation, in which it must reserve 
to itself complete liberty of decision.” 

Thus the German government, while making the 
concessions or “immediate modifications” in the 
netual conduct of its submarine campaign which is 
the specific demand of our “informal ultimatum” 


of April 20, obtains opportunity for a discussion and 


insists upon a consideration of the basic conditions 
which dictate and, in the German view, justify its 
naval operations. 

The courses open to Mr. Wilson at this point, 
therefore, are to undertake to bring about such a 
compromise of the differences between the combat- 
ants in the conduct of hostilities on the high seas 
as shall conform strictly to those rules or principles 
of international law and those considerations of 


_humanity which he holds it to be our duty to con- 


serve and enforce: or, on the other hand, to insist 
upon our contention advanced in the first stage of 
the controversy—namely: that the British breaches 
of international law are irrelevant to our demands 


upon Germany, which must be complied with re- 


pardiess of the conditions urged by its government 
in justification of its submarine operations. 

A candid consideration of these alternatives will 
reveal the difficulty of our situation and the unlike- 
lihood of any release from our difficulties if we on 
our part refuse any concession from our present 
contentions. England's most formidable measure is 
its strangulation of Germany by the fullest use of 
its sea power. Germany's only effective counter, 
perhaps its only escape from defeat, lies in the 
freest use of its only available naval weapon, the 
submarine. Between these two vital necessities we 
thrust our contentions of neutral ꝛight and interest. 

If none of us yields beyond the point now attained, 
let us realize now that the alternative is, for us, war. 

That alternative, happily, seems now postponed. 
We ought not to postpone its consideration. That 
consideration should be based not upon definitions 


but upon a sensible recognition of the basic facts 


of the situation and their necessary interrelation, 
upon our own national interests, present and future, 
and upon the balance of the belligerents’ necessities 


or essential interests. 


Tun Taser believes and is confident the over- 
whelming majority of the nation feels that no issue 


remaining in our submarine controversy justifies our

CONGRESS FIDDLES.

If the senate and house have any sense of the 
situation this country now finds itself facing, if 
they are not blind and deaf, they will instruct their 
committees in short order and in short terms.

We are on the brink of war, 
and we are being treated to a scramble for political

the whole community profits in a material way by 
making the city attractive to the outside world. 
Chicago is the eapital of the mid-continent and 
should live up to its opportunities and responsibili- 
ties as such, We ought to push vigorously our con- 
structive policy so that the present generation can 
enjoy its benefits. 


GENERAL WOOD'S TIMELY BOOK. 
A remarkable though natural phenomenon of re- 
cent publishing has been the appearance of books 
on our national defense, The merit of these volumes 
varies, but most of them have been well done and 
some of them, such as Mr. Huidekoper’s and Gen. 
Carter’s, have been authoritative. : 
With, these two now may be bracketed a third, 
which is perhaps of all the most important because 
it is really a makterly epitome of the subject. This 
is Gen. Leonard Wood’s Our Military History: Its 
Facts and Fallacies.” 
A compact, small volume of only ten short chap- 
ters and two appendices, Gen, Wood's book should 
be read by every American citizen and should find a 
place in every school reading course, every reading 
room and library in the country. Gen. Wood is 
not only an authority on his subject. He has the 
gift of concise and lucid’ statement, and he has as- 
sembled his historical facts and presented his case 
in a way that holds the attention and enforces con- 
viction. He does not go into technical detai], but he 
quotes the outstanding views of great Americans, 
cites the essential facts and lessons. of our past, and 
discloses briefly but forcefully our present situation, 
If the American people and their congress are not 
stubbornly blind to the lessons of experience, they 
cannot fail to be moved to action by the records 80 
admirably summarized in Gen. Wood’s small but 
pregnant book. We have repeated our mistakes for 
more than a century because each generation has 
left unlearned the lessons taught in blood and sor 
row to its predecessors. But surely that need not 
go on forever. If all Americans would digest Gen. 
Wood's book we might save this generation before 
our history repeated itself once more.

One truth sticks out violently In the crigis with 
Germany. If we break off diplomatic relations 
we have made an enemy of a great power, Once 
we force Germany to yield, we have taken from 
her a darling and perhaps an indispensable 
weapon. Should Germany lose the war, or merely 
deadlock it, as surely as the sun rises in the east, 
we shall have to bear the odium. When the 
rulers of Germany start to explain they will say 
that our friendliness to the allies, our shipment 
of munitions, and our stand on the submarine 
question turned the scale against Germany. What- 
ever the outcome, we shall have made Germany 
bitter, If we have made an enemy, we must 
make a friend. This crisis has revealed to every 
thinking man the peril of isolation.

We 
have taken sides in the war, and if American 
diplomacy has any vision it will understand that 
its first duty is to turn the danger we have in- 
curred from Germany into a constructive under- 
standing with France and the British empire.

He then bore the name of Hugo Char- 
teris, and during his stay on this side of 
the Atlantic was visited by his mother, 
now Lady Wemyss, then Lady Elcho, 
and by his sister, Lady Cynthia Char- 
teris, who afterwards married Premier 
Asquith's second son, Herbert. 

If Lord Bicho’s death is established, as 
seems to be a foregone conclusion, he 
will be the second of the sone of Lord 
and Lady Wemyss to fall in the present 
war, for their youngest boy, the Hon. 
Ivo Charteris, fell in battle in France, as 
@ second lieutenant of the Grenadier 
guards just before last Christmas, and 
when only in his 19th year. 

Lord Bicho married in 1911 Lady Violet 
Manners, daughter of the Duke of Rut- 
land, and two boys have been born to this 
union, now aged 4 and 3 respectively. 
The elder of the two, until now known 
as the Hon. Francis Charteris, will in 
due course succeed to his grandfather’s 
honors and estates, which include the 
earldom of Wemyss and of March, the 
viscounty of Peebles, the baronies of 
Elcho, of Douglas, and of Methel, besides 
extensive estates in the counties of Glou- 
eester, Perth, and Haddington. 


ORD ELCHO, who, first of all re-

Lord Wemyss, who is the tenth Earl of 
Wemyss and seventh Earl of March, is 
eleverer than he looks, and during the 
near twenty years that he sat in the 
house of commons he was known as one 
of the avittiest members of that chamber. 
Hie wit possesses additional flavor owing 
to his power of using the most absurd 
arguments in a tone and with an aspect 
of the most absolute seriousness and even 
solemnity. His command of his features 
is marvelous, and he was wont to put the 
house of commons into roars of laughter 
without permitting himself to be betrayed 
into even the suspicion of asmile. This 
was particularily the case in his annual 
speeches in favor of an adjournment over 
Derby day. 

Despite his pleasant gift of speech, he 
is a rather silent man, which eihances the 
value of his utterances; and he managed 
to defeat Arthur Balfour in the contest 
for the hand of the once lovely Mary 
Wyndham, now Countess of Wemyss and 
of March. Ex-Premier Balfour never got 
over his rejection by Mary Wyndham, 
for whose sake he has always remained 
single, and for whom he retains a ro- 
mantic and a chivalrous affection. 

Her features are familiar to the public 
on both sides of the Atlantic, through 
one of John S. Sargent's masterpieces, 
the painting in question representing her 
and her two sisters, Lady Glenconner 
and Mrs. Charles Adeane. The picture 
was the feature of one of the Royal Acad- 
emy exhibitions of some twenty years 
ago, where it was designated by King 
Edward, then Prince of Wales, in his 
speech at the Royal academy, as The 
Three Graces, a title well merited, and 
which has stuck to Lady Wemyss and 
her fascinating and gifted sisters ever 
since.

‘pronounced “ Weems") takes his title 
from the territory or shire of Wemyss, 
on the north shore of the Firth of Forth. 
It is a shire which is said to derive its 


| name from the “ weems or caves which

honeycomb its rocky coast, and the walls 
of which are sculptured with the works 
of the early Christian missionaries, to 
whom they furnished shelter. 

The family is a very ancient one and is 
descended from that Sir David Wemyss, 
who, in the thirteenth century, was one 
of the Scottish nobles chosen to convey 
Queen Margaret, the Maid of Norway, 
from Scandinavia to Scotland on her 
accession in her mother’s right to the 
Scottish crown. Indeed, at Wemyss 
castle there still exists a curious bowl 
presented by the then king of Norway to 
Sir David Wemyss. 

Wemyss castle, by the by, which is the 
ancestral home of the family, is in the 
possession, not of Lord Weniyss, but of 
his young kinsman, Michael John 
Wemyss, an officer of the royal horse 
guards. The reason is the fact that the 
eldest son of the fifth earl sided with t..e 
Stuarts in the Jacobite rebellion, and was 
in consequence attainted by parliament, 
and that the estates, instead of being con- 
fiscated by the crown, were transferred 
to his younger brother, James, member of 
parliament for Sutherland, who had 
espoused the Hanoverian cause. It is 
from this younger brother, James 
Wemyss, that Michael Wemyss, the pres- 
ent owner of Wemyss castle, is de- 
scended. 

He holds it, however, subject to cer- 
tain conditions. For his father, the late 
Randolph Gordon Erskine Wemyss, stip- 
ulated in his will that his éldest sor 
should forfeit his life interest in Wemyss 
castle and in the extensive estates as- 
sociated therewith, if he permitted his 
mother, Lady Lillian Wemyss, to ever 
cross the threshold of the castle. 

Lady Lillian, only sister of the present 
Marquis of Winchester, obtained a di- 
voree from her husband in 1898. The di- 
vorce excited a considerable amount of 
feeling in society, and was followed not 
long afterwar§s by the late Randolph 
Wemyss’s marriage in a London reg- 
istry office to Lady Eva Wellesley, only 
sister of the present Earl Cowley. Of 
course, society took sides and intense 
bitterness resulted, and it is due to this 
fact that the late Randolph Wemyss, in 
his will, not only barred his eldest son 
from permitting his mother to enter the 
castle, but also extended the same inter- 
diction, under the pain of forfeiture, to 
every other member of the Paulet family, 
to which she belongs by birth.

The Marquis de Valdeiglesias, senator 
of the kingdom of Spain and chairman of 
the delegation of members of both houses 
of the Spanish parliament, and of the 
Spanish press, that have just been visit- 
ing Paris and London, after being al- 
lowed to inspect the battle fronts ir 
France, may possibly be remembered by 
some of the older generation in the United 
States under his former name of Alfred 
Escobar. He spent nearly two years on 
this side of the Atlantic in the late 708 
after visiting the centennial exhibition 
at Philadelphia, and in spite of his being 
the owner and editor in chief of the 
Madrid Epoca, the chief organ of the Con- 
servative party, and ¢he most powerful 
and influential daily newspaper in Spain, 
he has always retained a warm regard 
for the American people. 

The Epoca was founded in 1848 by Don 
Alfredo’s father, Ignacio José Escobar, | 
who played an important role in bring- 
about the restoration of Alfonso XII. In 
recognition of his services he was created 
Marquis of Valdeigiesias by the late king, 
whose widow later on during her term of 
office as regent appointed him a life mem- 
ber of the senate. |

For that reason, it seems to me, the 
publishers (Lace) made a mistake in 
placing THE RIVER OF LIFE” first 
in, and thus giving title to, their new 
volume of translations of four short sto- 
ries by Kuprin. This tale embodies just 
those concomitants which we have come 
to look for in literature from the Rus- 
sians, 1. e., human misery, intense intro- 
section. emotional stress without an 
effectual outlet for it, and much talk 
about the infinite with Mttle action in the 
finite. But it is a story that is least in- 
dividually Kuprin. 

— 

Kuprin is a capita! story teller, a good 
reporter whose training has been to shear 
away all expressions of editorial opinion 
and to present an interesting yarn about 
interesting personalities in a masterly 
manner. It is not at all concerned with 
profundity, prophetic breadth of vision, 
and questions of ethics. When he wrote 
The Duel shortly after the Man- 
churian campaign and pictured in it the 
vices, stupidity, and brutality of Russian 
garrison life the enemies of the military 
system proudly acclaimed him as one of 
them, but M. Kuprin, himself an army 
officer, gently pooh-poohed the idea and 
told them frankly he would have none of 
them—that he was a story teller, not a 
propagandist. : 

And so prospective purchasers of Ku- 
prin’s stories might similarly be led 
astray in glancing through the first tale 
at the book counter. They might con- 
clude that he is yet another uncomfort- 
able case of pathology in fiction, more 
fatiguing discussiona of philosophical 
theories, more adulteries, and more sui- 
cides. A student engages a room in a 
hotel that is half a brothel, pens a long 
dissertation embracing his views of life, 
and shoots himself. The shot disturbs 
the proprietress with her imbecilic lover. 
She upbraids the body of the boy because 
it will mean more hush money to the 
local constabulary or else an investigation 
of her place. 

“The Outrage” is the story I should 
have placed first in the book. There has 
been a pogrom against the Jews. An in- 
vestigation’ is being held. Reports are 
abroad that the crime was instigated 
mainly by underworld characters, es- 
caped convicts, murderers, and thieves. 
A strangely appareled delegation pre- 
sents itself to the committee of investi- 
gation. The spokesman announces he 
represents an amalgamated order of 
thieves which has members in the prin- 
cipal cities of Russia and proceeds to 
state that the ancient and honorable art 
of thievery has been grossly libeled by 
thus being erroneously accused of hav- 
ing a hand in so unseemly a crime. He

The Democrats now have a 
majority in the house of only twenty-five, 
and according to Republican calculations 
there are nearly fifty Democratic dis- 
tricts ready to swing back to the other 
party. Not a few Democratic leaders 
admit they do not expect to retain control 
of the bouse. 


G. o. P. May Lose Senate. 
In regard to the senate the Republican 
problem is exceedingly difficult. The Re- 
publican leaders concede that only under 
the most favorable circumstances will 
they be able to wrest control of the body 
from the Democrats. 
There are fifty-six Democratic and forty 
Republican senators. The Republicans 
must carry nine Democratic states with- 
out losing any of their own if they are to 
obtain a majority. 
Success tn carrying the senate will de- 
pend largely upon the character of the 
Republican candidate for president. Asa 
general rule states carried by the Repub- 
lican presidential candidate will return 
Republican senators. 


Don’t Want Standpatter. 
Western Republican leaders assert that 
if a standpatter be named for president 
by the Republican convention the party 
might as well abandon hope coals 
the senate. 

It is pointed out that while a standpat 
candidate would be able to carry many 
doubtful western states because of grow- 
ing opposition to the Wilson administra- 
tion, he would be unable to arouse the en- 
thusiasm that would sweep the full tick- 
et, including senatorial candidates, ‘into | 
office with him.

SCHOOL OFFICIAL 
MUST ATTEND ALL 
GAMES OF PREPS 


BY PREP. 

If any team in the Chicago High School 
league insists on playing a contest with- 
out a faculty representative present, that 
school will be barred from athletic com- 
petition for a year from the date of the 
violation of the rule. This drastic step 
was taken at a meeting of the board of 
control in the board of education roome 
yesterday. In turn theyecommendation 
will be passed to the Principals’ associ- 
ation for ratification. 

Hereafter, the constitution and by-laws 
will géven all contests other than league 
affairs, while the league combats also 
will be controlled by special rules recom- 
mended by a committee.! A school play- 
ing a team debarred from league com- 
petition also shall be debarred from com- 
“petition in league contests in that sport 
for one year from the date of the offense. 

These changes were adopted for the 
purpose of clarifying some of the rules 
which were interpreted variously. The 
alterations also were made to make the 
penalties more severe and to shift the 
blame for infraction of rules directly to 
the school. 

The annual outdoor track and field 
championships will be staged at North- 
western field on June 17, a week after the 
interscholastic meet at Stagg field. Con- 
tests will be scheduled by Chairman 
Meyers for both seniors and juniors. Ac- 
cording to a rule passed, no athlete will 
be: permitted to compete in more than 
one of the long distance runs.

Last January an attorney visited Kim 
K.’s home in Bristol and tried to black- 
mail the old man for several thousand 
dollars. Old Cass told him to get off 
the porch or he'd shoot him. Kim K.’s 
wife was sick for days after that. 

“Then old Cass sent a letter to his son 
to come to him immediately. Dr. Cass 
complied, and the father confessed to 
his son his misconduct with his daugh- 
ter-in-law. /

‘Robert Macdonald Broods Over 


Refusal of Parents to 
Buy Machine 


THEN HE TURNS ON THE GAS. 


Robert Macdonald, 14 years old, of 3100 
West Congress street, who had been 
denied a bicycle for his birthday, com- 
mitted suicide in his home yesterday aft- 
ernoon by turning on the gas in his room 
after he had written a note to his mother 
in which he explained his act.

Seen to Enter House. 

He was seen by neighbors to enter the 
house at 3 o'clock while the family was 
away, and an hour later his stepfather, 
Dr. John H. Macdonald, found his body 
in the gas filled room after his attention 
had been called to a note on the dining 
room table by Dollie Macdonald, a step- 
daughter. 

Dr. Macdonald returned from his office 
at 3228 West Madison street at 4 o'clock 
just as Dollie, 10 years old, one of his

Girl Finds Note. 

As they entered the dining room the 
girl saw the note on the table, with the 
missing key near it. She started to read 
the note, then call out: 

“Oh, father! Robert says in the note 
he’ll kill himself.“ 

Dr. Macdonald hastily read the note, 

then ran to the rear bedroom, where the 

boy slept. The door was stuffed with 

paper to keep the gas from escaping from 
the room, although it was not locked, 

As he opened the door there was a rush 

of gas which nearly overcame him, 

He saw the body on the bed, face up- 
ward. The boy was fully dressed with 
the exception of his coat and vest, which 
he had placed on a chair. 


“Mother dear: I am going to kill my- 
self right now, as I am no good in this 
world. I can’t have a bicycle, so what is 
the use of living. Please don’t mourn me. 
Your loving son, Robert.“ 


Twists Off Fixture. 

Dr. Macdonald said that the boy had 
turned on one of the jets in the room 
after twisting the fixture in the ceiling so 
that it leaked. 

It is true Robert was inclined to be a 
trifle nervous.“ said Dr. Macdonald, but 
not in a way which would explain 80 
extreme an act as this. He had 
several inches in the last year, and his 
constitution was somewhat impaired. He . 
always had been a normal boy. He is 
now in seventh grade at the Priesson 
school. Two weeks ago he joined the 
Tabernacle Baptist church and applied 
for membership in the Boy Scout division.
